President 
McConnell called the convention to 
onk'r and in u brief address stated the 
ubjeirt of the gathering, in which he said 
that it was not to be forgotten that the 
east was a part of the great Union, and 
that tlie interests of the whole nation 
must be considore'1 as well as those of 
the west. 


At the caucus of delegates held I:\st 


eveniiij: Judge Niles Kearles was clicaen 
to uiak'c the address in behalf of the 
Htitte. Ae President McDonnell closed 
he introduced Judjje Searles, and at the 
dose of Si-arles' address Mayor Kllert of 
.San Francisco welcomed the delegates 
in behalf of tlie city. 


(iovcrnor Prince of New Mexico rc- 


tnnii'd thanks on behalf of the congress 
fur tht' kindly ^ruistinns extended. After 
appointing u committee on credentials 
the congress took a recess. 


On reassembling a committee on or- 


der of hiifl'nicHH, resolutions and other 
matters was appointed and the congrees 
awaited their report 
A fU?r tho repurt 


of the credentials committee had been 
received it was agreed that delegations 
from each slate he allowed to name four 
members of each committee. In ease 
the ivpresentation from any state did 
not ptrrmit four delegates 011 each com- 
mit U'C it was agreed that the committee 
nu'ii named could cast four votes for the 
stale. Tlie roll returned by the creden- 
tials i-Dinmittce was then road ami thy 
various committees announced. A spir- 
ited debate followed tin; motion by es- 
(tovonior Prince of New Mexico, that 
nil R't-olulions involving an expression 
of opinion by the congress be read by 
Ihc ^iH'rctary on their introduction, and 
he H'ferrcd to the committee on rcsohi- 
t.ion« without debate. ]\1. M. Kstee of 
California Icil the debate njjmiiiHl the 
•|ii-opoHed rul«. 
The resolution Jinally 


|)re\'aik-d by a Idg majority vole. An 
uvalani'he of resolutions followed; eev- 
tral favoring free coimige; others relat- 
ing to mineral lands within the limits of 
vailroml grunts; another favoring ab- 
solute government control of Ihu Nica- 
ragua ciuial; another demanding the 
admission of New Mexico to utnU-liood ; 
a resolution by ex-Governor Prince of 
New Mexico favoring the annexation of 
Hawaii, and declaring any attempt at 
restoration arbitrary, and that the gov- 
ernment of the ex-queen is repugnant 
to American principles, was loudly 
cheered. 
Another resolution by Dele- 


gate l,lo\d demands Ihe fowlowm* of 
government mortgages on the Central 
and I'nton Pacilic railways, and favor- 
ing government control of these prop- 
erties. All tin; resolutions were read 
and referred. 


At the evening session of the congress 


it was agreed, on motion of tlio chair- 
man of iim committee on resolutions, 
that no resolutions, committing the con- 
gress on any matter of policy bo received 
after noon tomorrow except on the con- 
sent of a majority of the members. The 
roii-jrcFs then listened to an address by 
Captain W. L. Merry of San Francisco 
on the subject of the Nicaragua canal. 
Tlie speech was basBed upon a resolution 
recently agreed to by the California del- 
egation", and which will be presented to 
Iht* convention tomorrow morning. The 
resolution in an informal memorial to 
congress asking for the prompt construc- 
tion of the cftual by the United States 
"oveniment, with provisions for its sub- 
sequent management 
under 
United 


States control. 


Governor Mc-Connell of Idaho fol- 


lowed, lie desired to admonish the poo- 
plo as U> tlio great danger of putting 
into tin; hands of any private corporation 
any grand highway of tratlie, whether 
il he railway or canal. The people of 
California, he said, for thirty years had 
suffered as a result of euch action.

SAN FKAJJCISCO, February 13.—Carlo 
'hieinan, an attendant in Colonel Ban- 
el Boone's wild animal show at the 
ilulwinter Fair, was attacked by three 
ions tonight and so horribly mangled 
hat he may die. The evening per- 


junje 
had 
been in progress in 


Boone's arena for about half an hour, 
nd the circular enclosure was filled 
vith people. The wild animals arc cs- 
libitcd in a large cage in the center of 
he arena and it was the time for the 
.ons to go on. Three huge beasts, Par- 
mil, Komco and Commodore, were led 
nto (ho cage by Thioinan preparatory 
0 lioono's entrance. Suddenly the eleo 


Hghts went out. There was a short 


nterval of silence, when suddenly a 
hriek of agony came 1mm the cage. It 
yiis followed by a roar from the enraged 
ions, crunching of their terrible jaws 
nd groans of the man in the cage. The 
•irge crowd of spectators became panic 
tricken 
and star led for the doors. 


Vomen shrieked and fainted, hut I he 
rowd was finally induced to remain 
eatcd by the attendants, who had re- 
jiincd their presence of mind. 


Finally lanterns were brought and 
hero in the cage lay Thieman with the 
hree lions clawing ami munching his 
>rostrnli! form. Colonel Boone sei/eil 


iron bar and entered the cage. With 


bouts and blows he drove the beasts 
rom thuir prey and dragged the unfor- 
iiiiale man from the cage. It was an 
xhihition of bravery seldom seen, and

,ell his story, lie said he was altending 
o some of the cage fixtures when tin: 
ights went out. The big lion, Parnell, 
imped for him and knocked him down 
'ilh a blow on the head. Then Die 


other two lions, Komco and Commodore, 
clued him under the arm pits and drag- 
ged him across Hie cage, while Parnell 
nade a general onslaught on his body. 


The lions are full grown beasts and 
iave been exhibited ILB trained animals 
or uome time. Thieman has been an 
uiiinal lender for eighteen yearn and 
joiiBJdcrcd one of the best in the busi- 
iws. Colonel lion no in speaking of tint 
affair said; "Jt has always heen the 
custom to have lanterns and lamps 
ibout the arena in case the electric 
ighta should go out, as it is well 
known wild animals, no matter how well 
:rained, will attack a man in the dark." 
liy some oversight tlie lanterns were not 
.11 the usual place tonight ami it was 
some time before they could be found. 
To add to the horror of tlio situation the 
cage door became stuck and thoro was 
some delay in opening it, when Boone 
entered the cage to rescue Thieman. 
After Thieman had been removed to the 
liospital the people left the arena as they 
Inul seen enough wild animals for ono 
night, and the performance was dis- 
continued.

VHAT THE BRIE CANAL DID I-'OR 


NEW YOHK. 


'he Greatest Need of the Sun Joa- 


iliiia Valhsy at the Pres- 


ent Time. 


Tlie following statement clipped from 


,hu Buffalo (N.Y.) Hows, with regard to 
lie Krio canal in New York, is suti^ea- 
.ive of what might, bu accuiii[)li«hed in 
.his valley: 


"The J'iric canal iaofteu called a prim- 


ess inhi;ritaiice to tlie slate of New 
York and ills conceded by the press, 
ilno by liuiidrcdG of eiiiiuciit statesmen, 
that the state of New York has become 
,he wcaltlimHt in the union through the 
Agency of the Krie-IItideon waterway, 
which connects the j*mil chain of lakes 
with the Atlantic ocean. According to 
'.lie evidence of highly respected incr- 
'liants given before legislative investi- 
gating cuminitluch-, the actual direct 
cash henelit to the Hta'e from canal com- 
nercc in 18IKI foots tip to over $12,000,- 
H10; and the indirect henelits in various 
ways to tho masses throuchoiit thu com- 
:nu*nwealth are simply inestimable." 


Tho Krio canal connects the Hudson 


river at a point a few miles north of 
Albany with Lake line at Buffalo. 
When the matter of building the canal 
was in j>rogrfi8S puch men as l)u Witt 
Clinton, (lovornor Itauck and other hot 
advocates were roundly abused for the 
alleged waste of state funds. 


It was called "Clinton's big ditch," 


,uul "(jjravu," in which the stato was to 
be buried, and there was a huu and rry 
that tho Btnto would ho ruined by Uu 
leht contracted. Itailroads, they said, 
would utterly destroy its usefulness and 
,n a few years it would be abandoned, 
is it could not compete with steam 
.rtmsportuliou on railways.' 


At tho present time the New York 


Central 1ms in operation paralleling its 
bunks four trucke—two for passenger 
Iralllc and two for freight—and tho 
West Side load lias a double track par- 
alleling it on the other bank. 


The canal is lined with cities and 


large towns from end to end—all thrifty 
—and many of them the Beats of Ihe 
largest factory interests in tlio State.
